Request for Estimate on 
Warning of Surprise Attack 


5, Mr. Dulles made reference to the NSC request for an 
estimate on the probable warning which the US would have of a 
Soviet attack on the U.S. in mid-1957, 


It was agreed, upon the suggestion of Dr. Kent, that such 
an estimate be undertaken in the usual way and that 
proceed with the preparation of terms of reférence to be submitted 
for review at the next IAC meeting. This estimate will supplement 
SNIE 11-7-54, "Soviet Gross Capabilities for Attacks on the US and 
Key Overseas Installations through 1 July 1954", which is in process,
